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LIFESTYLE CHANGE PROGRAM 

The lifestyle change program that is part of the CDC-led National 
Diabetes Prevention Program is proven to help prevent or delay 
type 2 diabetes. It is based on research that showed: 

Weight loss of 5 to 7% of body 
weight achieved by reducing 
calories and increasing physical 
activity to at least 150 minutes 
per week resulted in a 58% lower 
incidence of type 2 diabetes 

For people 60 and older, 
the program reduced the 
incidence of type 2 
diabetes by 71% 
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10 71% After 10 years, lifestyle 
change program 
participants had a 
34% lower incidence 
of type 2 diabetes
